8 tory of the Rico Fields of Southern 
Louisiana. 
In 18 8 3 lowlands in southern Louisi­ 
ans near the bay ous suitable for groaf- 
ing sugar cane, com and cotton could 
be purchased for $3.50 an acre, and 
the prairie lands back from the bay ous 
could be bought for $1 an acre. With 
almost the first crop under irrigation, 
however, the values showed a marked 
rise and have continued to increase. 
In the first five y ears the value of the 
best rice lands rose to $10 an acre, and 
soon after that it rose to $30 and even 
$50 an acre. 
The first people to plant rice in south 
ern Louisiana, according to the Unit­ 
ed States geological survey , were the 
Acad tans, who, after their ex pulsion 
from Nova Scotia by the English in 
17 55, settled in considerable numbers 
In Louisiana. Their cultivation of rice, 
almost primitive in its methods, was 
confined to the lowlands along the 
bay ous, the prairies affording pastur­ 
age for the Acadians’ herds of cattle. 
Few of the lowland areas admitted of 
satisfactory drainage, and they were 
too small for profitable cultivation. 
The crops freq uently failed in y ears of 
1 deficient rainfall. Attempts were made 
to create additional water supplies by 
building levees across low sags or 
coulees at points higher than the cul- 
I tivated areas, but generally either the 
rainfall proved deficient or the reser 
voirs were too small. 
Little advance was made over the 
Acadian methods until recent y ears. 
Ex periments in unusually wet y ears 
had shown that the soils of the prairies 
were adapted to the growth of rice if 
sufficient water was at hand. This led 
to the trial of pumps as a means of 
raising water from the bay ous to the 
I rice fields. So successful was the test 
that pumps were at once Installed at 
many points, and in a few y ears tens 
of thousands of acres of previously al 
most useless land, ly ing ten to seventy 
I! feet above the bay ous, were put under 
' cultivation. The first large pump was 
installed lu 1SW on the Bay ou Plaq ue 
II mine, in Acadia parish, near Crowley .

He finds that, in 
1 stead of condensing and shrinking Ut 
i tie by little, as was formerly supposed, 
i the sun is constantly dilating more and 
1 more and reaching the point of burst- 
j ing. 
And if the sun blew op there 
I would be no more need for us poor 
mortals to worry about worldly af­ 
fairs. 
Big suns every wrhlt as important in 
their own constellations as ours are 
freq uently victims of an ex plosion. 
There was one in the constellation of 
Perseus early in 1001, and since thei 
two at least have occurred In oth'e1 
celestial groui>s. 
Observation has shown long since 
that the great orb which is our all in 
all is a most uncertain character. Sun 
spots, fire blasts and such like phe­ 
nomena are by no means the most of 
which he is capable. The manner in 
which the sun throws off atomic ener­ 
gy and transforms the heavy into light 
elements, hy drogen, helium, nebulitim.

So we find th at many birds, before 
th ey embark on th eir great air v oy age 
wh ich Is to take th em from th eir su m­ 
mer to th eir winter h ome, first make 
daily trips between th eir sleeping qu ar 
ters and th eir feeding grou nds.

Rob­ 
ins raise two and sometimes th ree fam­ 
ilies in one season. 
Wh en th e first 
family leav es th e nest early in Ju ne 
It is taken by th e fath er robin to some 
dense, leafy growth of y ou ng trees to 
pass th e nigh t To th is place th ey re­ 
tu rn ev ery nigh t 
Many oth er robins, 
sometimes th ou sands of th em, come to 
th e same woods. 
Su ch resorts are 
known as robin roosts. 
In fly ing to 
and from th em th e y ou ng birds leam 
h ow to find th eir way . 
Meanwh ile moth er robin is patiently 
sitting on h er blu e eggs, from wh ich 
In abou t two weeks’ time anoth er little 
family will appear. 
In two weeks 
more th ey also will be large enou gh to 
leav e th e nest and can Join th eir broth ­ 
ers and sisters In th e roost 
Grackles, or crow blackbirds, h av e 
th e same h abit 
Bu t since th ey h av e 
only one family or brood both th e par­ 
ent birds go to th e roost with th eir 
y ou ng. 
Sometimes th e robins are joined by 
th e grackles and both by th e Eu ropean 
starlings, wh ich , brou gh t to th is cou n­ 
try and released In Central park. New 
York, in 18 90, h av e since become one 
of th e most abu ndant birds in ou r mid­ 
dle Atlantic states. 
Su ch a roost is 
v isited nigh tly by many th ou sands of 
birds.—Frank M. Ch apman in St. Nich ­ 
olas.

Th e word Is commonly applied 
to any decided opponent of an accept­ 
ed religion. 
“A freeth inker is inclined or addict­ 
ed to free th inking, especially one wh o 
rejects au th ority or inspiration in re­ 
ligion. 
A materialist takes interest 
only in th e material or bodily necessi­ 
ties and comforts of life. A panth eist 
accepts th e doctrine of panth eism. An 
idealist idealizes or seeks an ideal or 
ideal conditions. 
A Ch ristian is one 
wh ose profession and life conform to 
th e teach ing and ex ample of Ch rist. 
“Panth eism is th e doctrine th at God 
and th e u niv erse are identical. It con­ 
trasts with ath eism as th e positiv e de­ 
nial and with agnosticism as th e dog­ 
matic dou bt of th e ex istence of God. 
It opposes th at form of deism wh ich 
denies th e div ine immanence and sep­ 
arates God from th e world.”

The battery con sists of a zin c cy lin

cen ter, the in terv en in g space filled in 
with a paste compou n d of on e part 
zin c ox ide, on e part sal ammon iac, 
three parts plaster of paris an d two 
parts water. The qu an tities are great­ 
er as the capacity of the battery is in 
creased. 
As soon as a circu it is completed 
chemical combin ation is started, an d 
the cu rren t flows from the in tern al 
part of the zin c to the carbon , then 
ou t from the carbon to the applian ce 
an d retu rn s to the zin c.

The 
on e poin t th at seems to be certain is 
that the In dian s left the eagle as a 
legacy to the state. 
A hu n dred y ears 
from n ow it will probably be fou n d 
ly in g on its back, with ou tspread win gs 
an d tu ii, ev en as it lies today . 
For it 
Is made of qu artz rocks so cu n n in gly 
placed that it wou ld requ ire a pick in 
a stron g m an 's han ds to displace an y 
on e of them. The rocks lap an d ov er­ 
lap in su ch a m an n er as to represen t 
feathers. 
No cemen t holds them in 
jM>sition , an d the ston es v ary in size, 
weighin g from a half pou n d to three 
or fou r pou n ds. The image rests on a 
v ery firm fou n dation , for the ston e­ 
work ex ten ds sev eral feet in to the 
grou n d. 
On ce, per ha ps twice, treasu re seek­ 
in g v an dals du g in to the breast of the 
eagle, bu t the work m u st hav e prov ed 
too laboriou s, for the diggers gav e u p 
before they had reached the bottom 
lay er of ov erlappin g ston es. 
Rou gh bu t fairly accu rate m easu re­ 
men ts of the bird show the len gth of 
the eagle from the middle of the tail 
to the head to be 102 feet an d from 
tip to tip of ou tspread win gs 120 feet. 
The len gth of the beak is ten feet, 
an d the height of the body at the cen ­ 
ter of the breast is ten feet. The eagle 
lies with its head to the w est 
Tradition does n ot giv e an y satisfac­ 
tory ex plan ation of the age or the 
mean in g of the great ston e mou n d. 
It 
may hav e had religiou s sign ifican ce to 
the red men who bu ilt i t an d it may 
be the bu rial place of some great chief. 
It is on e of the most my steriou s an d 
most in terestin g of prehistoric mon u ­ 
m en ts in the Un ited States.—You th’s 
Compan ion .

FOODS THE TURKS EAT. 


Pilaff It th e National Dish , and but Lit­ 
tle Meat It Uted. 
Vegetables, fruits and grains are th e 
staples of th e Turkish kitch en. Break­ 
fast on th e Bosporus consists of a 
small cup of Turkish coffee and a roll. 
At noon th ere is a bowl of sour milk 
(y aourt) and bread. 
Th ick Turkish 
coffee is taken again in th e afternoon 
to key up appetites for th e principal 
meal, wh ich comes at nigh t. 
Th is 
meal includes, probably , pilaff (meat 
and rice), several kinds of vegetables, 
pastry and th ick coffee. 
Th e work­ 
man’s meal is still more simple—a 
ch unk of bread and an onion or a 
bunch of gTapes. 
Th ere are, h owever, some dish es 
upon th e Turkish bill of fare wh ich 
th e returned westerner never ceases to 
regret 
Pilaff is one. It Is a food as 
national with th e Turk as th e potato 
with th e Irish , as th e cabbage with th e 
German. 
It t^kes a multitude of 
forms, but Its basic q uality , its q uali­ 
ty of being pilaff, is derived from rice 
being cooked in such a way as to pre­ 
serv e each grain firm and distinct Th e 
rice Is unpolish ed and in cooking takes 
on a gelatinous coat. Sometimes it is 
boiled in mutton fat, a rich , smooth , 
inviting dish . Sometimes bits of roast 
mutton are mingled with it, wh en it 
becomes a meat pudding of delicious 
flavor. 
It is cooked with small cur­ 
rants and pine nuts, fragrant and spicy . 
It is stuffed with dates and flavored 
with orange peel; but, wh atev er its 
form, it is one of th e treasured memo­ 
ries of a visit to th e near east 
Eggplant is th e foundation of anoth ­ 
er favored Turkish dish . It is stuffed 
with ch opped onions and rice and cook­ 
ed In oil. It is also stuffed with meat 
marrows and rice and steamed until it 
become* a culinary inspiration. 
Th e 
westerner, furth ermore, learns to en­ 
joy many of th e milk foods prepared 
by th e Turks. 
Yaourt, cultured milk 
as th ick as sour cream, prepared from 
th e rich milk of th e buffalo cow, is a 
satisfaction to th e most pampered din­ 
er. 
Ch icken breast milk, made from 
grated ch icken breasts; jelly -like rice 
milk, starch y pudding, eaten with sug­ 
ar and rosewTater, and y aourt, with 
ch opped nutmeats, are oth er dish es. 
Th e Turks are fond of sweets. Th ey 
prepare a kind of bread wh ich th ey 
soak in h oney and eat with rich cream. 
Th ey also prepare pastry in strings 
soaked in h oney . Meats, with th e ex ­ 
ception of mutton, are poor in Turkey , 
but th en th e Turk is a good deal of a 
vegetarian. 
Th e Turkish porter, or h amal, dines 
on a ch unk of bread costing a cent, to­ 
geth er with a melon or a bunch of 
grapes or an onion or a piece of ch eese, 
to th e cost of anoth er cent, and con­ 
siders h is meal complete. Yet h is dai­ 
ly toil consists in carry ing packing 
cases, pianos and oth er knickknacks 
around on h is back to th e astonish 
ment of every visitor acq uainted only 
with th e prowess of porters in th e 
west 
Th is rugged Turkish burden 
bearer eats a dinner at nigh t wh ich 
costa about 4 cents—a bowl of pilaff 
with bits of meat in i t —-National Geo­ 
graph ic Society Bulletin.

lias enjoyed- a remarkable growth. 
The erection of a new church has 
been under consideration by the con- 
gregation for some time. The pre- 


' sent building is in poor repair and a 


long time ago was condemned by 
building inspectors. It was braced 
and repeaired, however, pending ar- 
rangements for a new home. 


Tie present -building will be razed 


to make way for the new ,one. It 
•will be fifty-two by eighty feet and 
will be mission style, with a flat 
roof. The construction will be brick 
veneer, with a basement under the 
entire building. The seating capa- 
city of the auditorium will be three 
hundred, but with fully opened, the 
proposed building will hold seven 
hundred persons. There will be a 
large balcony and many vestries for 
Sunday school work. The ceiling 
will be paneled; in fact, thejraild- 
ing will be most modern throughout. 


One feature that appealed to the 


congregation is the basement under 
the Entire building. 
Besides the 


heating plant, there will be -install- 
ed a commodious kitchen and dining 
room. The dining room will be forty 
by seventy feet and will seat three 
hundred persons at a banquet table. 
This -will be the largest banquet hall 
fully equipped for serving banquets 
"that can be found in the city.

?he method is -not exactly new, but 
las never been used in Rush county. 


In order to try out the new meth- 


>d the commissioners were consid- 
ring a proposition to repair the 
road east of the city, from the end 
if the brick street past the fair 
ground to^the poor farm. This is a 
treteh of road about three-quarters 
f a mile in length and the estimated .. 
ost of .the improvement is about 
2,500. 


The commissioners looked with' 


avor-«pon the proposition and- it 
•as expected that the test- would* be 


made. If -it proves,.^satisfactory, 
ther macadam roa'ds in, the county 


may be repaired. It was pointed out 


lat the county has spent large sums 
f money on the macadam roads and 
many of them -are in bad condition. 


The process used is to scarify 


le .surface, add new stone where it 
s needed, roll and then apply the 
iutrin. This is similar to the appli- 
ation of tarvia. This glutrin is 
aid to be radically different from all 
ther road binders inasmuch as it is 
chemical agent that brings out the 
atnral bond in the road.material of 
hich the road is built. It does not 
ement the rocks, gravel or, other 


materials together mechanically, like 


;phalt does, but it leaches out the 
ending elements, found in the mar 
erial, and binds them^ehemieally so 
lat when traffic 
passes over the

In 1883 Jowlaads In southern Louisi- 


ana Bear the bayous suitable for grow- 
ing sugar cane, coin and cotton could 
be purchased for $350 an acre, and 
the prairie'lands back from the bayous 
could be bought for $1 an acre. Wltfr 
almost the fifst crop' tinder irrigation, 
however, the values snowed a marked 
rise and have continued to Increase. 
In-the first five years the value ot the 
best rlcfe lands rose to $10 .an acre,'and 
spon after thaf it rose to ^30 and ev«n 
$50 an acre. . 


The first people to plant rice In sonUt- 


ern Louisiana, according to the Unit- 
ed States geological survey, were the 
AcadlattS, who, after their expulsion 
from Nora Scotia by the English 4a 
1755, settled in considerable'numbers 
In Louisiana. Their cultivation of rice, 
almost primitive in its methods, was 
confined to the lowlands -along tne 
bayous, the prairies affording' pastur- 
age for the Acadians' nerds of cattle. 
Few of the lowland "areas admitted of 
satisfactory drainage, and_they were 
too small for' profitable 'cultivation. 
The crops frequently failed In years of 
deficient rainfall. Attempts were made 
to create fiddltiona'l water supplies by 
building levees across low sags "or 
coulees at points higher than the cul- 
tivated areas, but generally either the 
'rainfall proved "deficient''br tie reser- 
voirs were .too small. 
-Little advance' was made over the 
Acadian methods until recent years. 
Experiments .in unusually wet years 
had shown that the soils of the prairies 
were adapted to the growth of rice If 
sufficient water was at hand. This led 
to the .trial of pumps as a means of 


I raising water' from the bayous to the 
rice fields. So-successful was the test 
. that pumps were at once installed at 
rmanjv points, and in a few; years.tens 
L of thousands of acres.'of ;preyiouslyal- 
1 most useless land, lying ten to seventy 
i feet above the liayous, were put under 
I! cultivation. The i first large pump was 
I i installed in 1834 on the Bayoo Plaque-

will be 10,000 less in July, 1,000,000 
less in August and by September the 
most ambitious boy, eager to earn 
the prize for the greatest number of 
flies killed, couldn't possibly lift the 
progeny o!f this single fly which es- 
caped him in the springtime.

flies lay their eggs and rear their 
precious babies?

So we find that many birds, before 
they erribark on their great air voyage 
which is to take them front their sum- 
irier to OiiSr wiriter home, first maS6 
dafly.trips between their sleeping quar- 
ters and tfifeif f eedirig grourias. 


This is tho habit of our robin. Rob- 


ins raise two and spmetimes three fam- 
ilies In one- season. 
When the first 


family leaves the nest early In June 
It Is taken by the father robin to some 
dense, leafy growth of young; trees to 
pass the night.. To this place they re- 
turn every night. Iklany .other robins, 
sometimes thousands of them, come to 
the .same woods. Such resorts are 
known as robin roosts. In flying to 
and from them the young birds learn 
tipw to find their way. 


Meanwhile mother robin is patiently 


sitting on her blue eggs, frorii which 
In about two weeks' time another little 
/family will appear.

more they also will be large enough to 
leave the nest and can join their broth-

So called dry batteries are In common 


use for small electric call bell systems 
and private telephone lines and were 
used extensively for Ignition on earlier 
makes of automobiles.

generate, as it requires moisture to pro- 
duce chemico-electrlc activity when 
the circuit is completed from the plus 
to the minus elements.

The so called dry battery is really an 


'^closed wflt battery," which retains 
its moisture to its limit of life, wheth- 
er in service or not The limit of life 
depends on the stored capacity, how, 
frequently the circuit is applied to- it, 
evaporation due to age and deteriora- 
tion of the conducting elements. 


The battery consists of a zinc cylin- 


der case containing a carbon in the 
center; the intervening space filled in 
with a1 paste compound of one part 
zinc oxide, one part 'sal ammoniac, 
three parts plaster of paris and two 
parts water. The quantities are great- 
er as the capacity of the battery is In- 
creased.

As-soon as a circuit is completed a 


chemical combination is started, and 
the current flows from the internal 
part of the zinc to the carbon, t^en 
out from the carbon to the appliance 
and.returns to the zinc.

pastry and thick coffee. The Work- 
man's iiseal is still more simple-^-a 
chunk of bread and an onion or a 
bunch of giaiSes. 


There are, however, some dishes 


upon the Turkish bill of fare which 
the returned westerner never ceases to 
regret Pilaff is one. It is a food as 
national with the Turk as the potato 
with the Irish, as the cabbage with ttie 
German. It takes a multitude of 
forms, but Its basic quality, its quali- 
ty of being pilaff, is derived from rice 
being cooked in such a way as to pre- 
serve each grain firm^and distinct The 
rice is unpolished and in cooking takes 
on a gelatinous coat Sometimes it is 
boiled Jn mutton fat a rich, smooth. 
inviting dish. Sometimes bits of roast 
mutton are mingled with it, when it 
becomes a meat pudding of delicious 
flavor. It is cooked with small cur- 
rants and pine nuts, fragrant and spicy. 
It is stuffed with dates and flavored 
with orange peel; but whatever its 
form, it Is one of the treasured memo- 
ries of a visit to the near east 


Eggplant is the foundation of anoth- 


er favored Turkish dish. It is stuffed 
with chopped onions and rice and cook- 
ed in oil. It is also stuffed with meat 
marrows and rice and steamed until it 
becomes a culinary inspiration. . The 
westerner, furthermore, learns to en- 
joy many of the milk foods prepared 
by the Turks. Yaourt, cultured milk 
as thick as sour cream, prepared from 
the rich milk of the buffalo cow, is a 
satisfaction to the most pampered din- 
er. Chicken breast milk, made from 
grated chicken breasts; Jelly-like rice 
milk, starchy pudding, eaten .with sug- 
ar and rosewater, and yaourt, with 
chopped nutmeats, are other dishes. 


The Turks are fond of sweets. They 


prepare a kind of bread which they 
soak in honey and eat with rich cream. 
They also prepare pastry In strings 
soaked in honey. Meats, with the ex- 
ception of mutton, are poor in Turkey. 
but then the Turk is a good deal of a 
vegetarian. 


The Turkish porter, or hamal, dines 


on a chunk of bread costing a cent to- 
gether with a melon or a bunch of 
grapes or an onion or a piece of cheese, 
to the cost of another cent; and con- 
siders his meal complete. Set his dai- 
ly toil consists in jcarrying packing 
cases, pianos and otter knlckknacks 
around on his back to the astonish- 
ment of every visitor acquainted only

Internal Changes Will Occur, But 


Revolutions Are Not Expect- 


ed to Develop

London, March, 12 
(By Mail)— 


Europe will have to do one of two 
things after the war: 


1. Accept a far lower standard of 


living than heretofore, or, 


2. Cancel all wan debts and sjart 


afresh with a clean slate. 


It is impossible to calculate, for 


instance, what England's war debt 
alone will be, because nobody knows 
(how much longer the war will last. 
Certainly, however, the figure will be 
so enormous as to stagger the ima- 
gination. 


Even if the struggle should end 


before 1917 the English would have

For one tiling, economists,

iroduction will have to be greatly 
ncreased. 


This, they expect, will be aeeom- 


)lished by the 
use of impr-oved 


nachinery, by a higher degree of 
efficiency than in the past and by 
he employment of great numbers of 
vomen who were not industrial fac- 
ors before the war broke out. 


These 
economists 
themselves, 


lowever, do not pretend the differ- 
ence will be made up thus. Taxes 
must be heavier to cover the deficit. 


The only .conclusion is that in- 


dustrial England will be compelled 
o work more than twice as hard as 
>efore the war, for less pay. 


Possibly because they are them- 


selves heavy investors in the allies' 
var loans, the English propertied 
lasses, even the small fry, genera- 
ly strongly oppose a wiping out of 
he war indebtedness and insist that 
vhatever new and harder conditions 
may come, should be adopted cheer- 
fully. 


But will they? Apparently there 


s considerable room for doubt. 


The creditor clement, though iii- 


lueutial, is in a hopeless minority, 
of .ecmrse. 


There are plenty of hints that ma- 


ority will not respond enthusiasti- 
cally to the suggestion that the 
masses accept, after the war, even 
shorter commons than they had to 
make the best of before the war's 
outbreak. 


It is fair to say that some en- 


lightened liberals, including a num- 
ber of men who have subscribed lib- 
erally to the war loans, are disposed 
at least to consider the idea of can- 
celling these obligations. 


They do not use the word "repu- 


diation." 
They say the 
country's 


foreign indebtedness, which, howev- 
er, is small compared with what En- 
glishmen have loaned to their own 
government must be paid. 
But it 


may prove expedient, they admit, to 
regard loans made to the 
nationaj 


war chest by the English themselves 
as contributions from 
those best 


able to afford them. 


Some take the position that Eng- 


land's loan's to her allies should 
similarly be wiped out. 


Adoption of such a scheme obvi- 


ously would mean the unique situa- 
tion of a war bur-den falling on the 
rich instead of the poor. 


At the same time that it woulc 


mean a heavy loss for the "classes' 
it would also mean a gain for the 
"masses," a levelling-up process 
historically unprecedented. 


Higher taxes! 
Before the war. the average Eng- 


lish skilled workman made from $8 
to $11 weekly. The corresponding 
workman in Germany made from $6 
to $7. 


For a man with a family it might 


seem as if these figures were pretty 
near bed rock, that he couldn't re- 
duce his standard of living withou: 
starving to death. 


As a matter of fact, the workers 


in Spam, Portugal, Russia and Tur- 
key were not so well off as the Eng- 
lish and Germans; and a coolie's 
wages in China amount to about 7( 
cent American money, for a 7-day 
week. 


So, after all, there is a good deai 


of room for European labor to be 
worse off after, than it was'before, 
the war. 


The creditor classes' suggestion 


of "a lower standard of living" isn't 
by any means an impossibility, 
if 


the producing classes will submit to 
it. 


Will they? .Nobody knows yet. 
In England, land reform appears 


to be a certainty. 


It is not contended that the Brit- 


ish Isles would support their popu- 
lation, agriculturally, except per- 
haps with the closest pinching. It 
is maintained, however, that a jusl 
distribution of land would check the 
tendency toward such an 
intense 


concentration in the cities, with its 
consequent disorganization 
of the 


labor market and frightful condi- 
tions of unemployment which char- 
acterized ante-bellum days. • 


It is an old complaint that, with 


millions of the English on the verge 
of starvation, huge areas of land 
have been held as game preserva- 
tions and parks, in as primitive a 
state of uneultivation as at the time 
of the Norman conquest. 


Still other vast tracts have been 


farmed only by tenants .who, while 
doing all the work, were allowed

only the most meager, livelihoods, 
that the landlords might get 
the 


lion's share of the country's pro- 
ducts by virtue of nothing hut their 
monopoly. 


In the cities conditions have been 


and still are the same as in the 
country, -with only such variations 
as necessarily go with urban life. 


All this, it is generally 
agreed, 


will have to be changed with the 
soldiers' return home at the war's 
end._ It is recognized that hundreds 
oJ! thousands of men who have had 
a taste of a broader existence than 
the old one;--will not tolerate a re- 
turn to the former order of things. 


The suggestion 
most frequently 


heard is that the landlords will be 
forced to dispose of their great hol- 
dings at reasonable prices, oa some 
such bases as the one already ..pre- 
vailing in Ireland. Others favor 
a 


more or less close approximation to 
Single Tax. 


Taking into account the relief this 


will affect in labor congestion in the 
industrial centers, 
and the 
fact 


that there undoubtedly will be a 
heavy emigration to the colonies, it 
seems fair to predict 
an immense 


betterment in the masses' lot in 
Post-bellum England. 


England inevitably will cease to 


be a free trade country after the 
war. 


Reciprocity will prevail between 


the mother country and -her colo- 
nies. It may/include all the present 
allies. 


The tariff's purpose will be, partly 


revenue. 
More particularly it will 


be 'for protection against Germany. 
The English policy is not, in general, 
for protection against neutrals, but 
it is hard to see. how it can be 
avoided in this case, as Germans 
might otherwise establish their fac- 
tories in neutral countries, get their 
raw material from home and sec the 
protection program at nought. 


Already plans are under discus- 


sion for preventing 'the employing 
class from getting the benefit, to the 
workers' disadvantage, of the high- 
er prices it is expected this 
tariff 


will mean. 


One suggestion is for a minimum 


wage. This is not very generally fa- 
vored, however. Its opponents say 
it is too inelastic a method to work 
satisfactorily. It is unlikely it will 
be adopted. 


Another proposition looks toward 


a profit sharing system, so scienti- 
fically worked out that price in- 
creases will 
automatcially 
mean 


correspondingly larger, incomes for 
workingmen. •

It is a pretty safe prediction that 


the war is going to be followed by 
important internal changes in most, 
if not all the belligerent countries. 


Perhaps these changes will be for 


the worse. 
Obviously there is 
far 


less liberty in belligerent and even 
in neutral Europe today than there 
was before the war. If this condi- 
tion should become 
chronic, 
of 


course the war's result can be set 
down as entirely 'bad. 


If plutocracy succeeds in getting 


a still tighter stranglehold on the 
peopleJlian it had before, things will 
besall the worse. 


The people seem to realize this, 


however, and are pretty watchful. 


So it looks as if the odds favor 


changes in the line of improvement, 
a big improvement and soon, at 
least in spots. 


Are revolutions Ikely? 
Peaceful 


economic revolutions ?—Yes, 
very 


likely indeed. 


But an overturning of govern- 


ments? Of some, maybe; not all. 


There is hardly a suggestion of 


such a thing in England. The situa- 
tion is said to be the same in France. 


British officials 
believe 
that 
a 


complete governmental 
overturning 


is a distinct possibility in the case 
of the central powers, perhaps so 
soon as to shorten the War. The 
Italian government's position 
was 


notoriously precarious long before 
the war began. There is no reason 
for believing it is less so today. 


Curiously enough, the [Russian re- 


gime, supposedly the most unpopu- 
lar with the people of any in Eu- 
rope, appears to have' been enor- 
mously strengthened by the 
world 


struggle. 
All accounts indicate its 


entire safety for. the present, though 
there is a general belief that its 
post-bellum methods, largely with 
the ruling class approval, will 'be 
greatly liberalized.
